The  present  collection  comprises  virtually  the  whole 
of  the  important  properties  from  the  galleries  of 
FONTAINE,  Inc.  of  New  York  who,  having 
recently  acquired  the  entire  stock  of  a  well  known 
Parisian  firm  of  Antiquarians,  find  it  necessary  to  dis¬ 
pose  of  many  of  their  own  fine  pieces. 

FONTAINE,  Inc.  for  many  years  known  as  dec¬ 
orators  of  high  standing  had  assembled  in  their  galleries 
a  large  collection  of  French  and  Italian  Period  and
